MR  CHARLES  PHILLIPS  AND  THE  EXAMINER. 

It  is  painhil  to  allnde  to  two  cases  of  recent  occurrence,  where  attempts  were 
made  to  secure  the  escape  of  crlmina's  from  conviction,  by  directing  suspicions 
^ast  the  innocent ;  and  in  each  instance  the  prisoner  had  privately  confesae*! 
j^imilt,  and  the  counsel  was  acquainted  with  this  fact.  The  subject  may  be  dis- 
nissed  with  the  sing  e  observation,  that  the  opinion  of  the  bar  was  in  entire  ac- 
Mrdance  with  that  of  the  public,  in  condemning  the  line  of  defence  adopted. — 
Horifnsiiu-  1X49.  (An  Historical  Essay  by  Wm.  Forsyth,  M.A.,  Barrister,  late 
Fellow  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge.) 

Courvoisler  had  made  a  fhll  confession  of  his  gnilt  the  night  before  this  distin- 
imlshed  advocate  [Mr  Phillips]  addressed  the  Jury  for  the  defence,  and  the  feelings 
prejudices  of  society  have  received  a  shock,  not  at  all  favourable  to  tlie  general 
Mtimaleof  the  profession,  from  the  fervour  which  he  notwithstanding  contrived  to 
Infti*  into  his  appeal.  We  took  occasion  very  recently  to  vindicate  the  privilege's 
of  tbe  bar,  and  we  deem  it  quite  unneceaaary  to  prove  again  that  a  counsel  is  bound 
to  see  the  dne  forms  of  law  and  the  strict  rules  of  evidence  observed,  whatever  opt* 
nion  he  may  chance  to  entertain  as  an  individual  of  tbe  moral  guilt  of  the  party  or 
the  actual  merits  of  tlie  case. . .  At  the  same  time  we  think  Mr  Phillips  went  too  far. 
There  was  no  occasion  for  insinuations  against  the  maid  servants  ;  nor  was  it  in 
mod  taste,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  to  attempt  to  work  upon  the  timid  consciences  of 
{^Jurymen,  by  holding  out  the  apprehension  of  a  never-dying  omnipresent  feeling 
of  remorse.— Lose  Magagiite.  August,  1840. 

It  it  alike  improper  and  unprofesaional  for  counsel  to  do  that  for  a  prisoner  which 
it  would  be  unjustifiable  in  the  prisoner  to  do  for  himself;  and  we  apprehend  there 
can  be  small  doubt  that  it  would  be  unjustifiable  in  a'  prisoner  to  get  an  innocent 
man  hanged  in  order  to  save  his  own  neck  from  a  halter.  We  have  been  several 
years  at  the  bar  without  once  liearlng  such  a  course  countenanced ;  and  we  believe 
Lord  Brouihara,  Mr  Phillips,  and  Mr  Seymour  must  divide  between  them  the  en- 
Ttable  distinction  of  giving  it  sanction.— Law  Afagaxine.  February,  1848. 

The  cases  referred  to  by  Mr  Forsyth  are  those  of  the  de¬ 
fence  hy  Mr  Seymour  in  the  Miifield  murders,  and  the 
advocacy  of  Courvoisier  hy  Mr  Charles  Phillips.  Both  have 
been  mentioned,  from  time  to  time,  in  this  journal ;  and  Mr 
Phillips  has  been  induced  to  break  what  he  terms  “  the  con- 
‘‘ temptuous  silence  with  which  for  nine  years”  he  has 
treated  the  charge  against  himself,  hy  an  allusion  arising  out 
of  the  trial  of  the  Mannings.  His  attempted  defence,  which 
will  be  found  in  another  column  in  extenso^  is  a  striking 
proof  of  what  we  took  occasion  also  to  state  in  remarking  on 
the  recent  trial,  namely,  the  much  greater  difficulty  of 
resisting  public  opinion  in  this  direction  at  present,  than  at 
the  time  when  the  outrage  was  committed  hy  Mr  Phillips. 
Whether  or  not  the  defence  proves  anything  else,  will  he 
seen  as  w’e  proceed. 

The  trial  of  Courvoisier  occupied  three  days— Thursday, 
Friday,  and  Saturday,  the  18th,  19th,  and  20th  June,  18  40. 
On  Saturday  the  27th  tlie  subjoined  comments  appeared  in! 
the  Examiner, 

MR  PHILLIPS’S  DEFENCE  OF  COURVOISIER. 

For  ihe  honour  or  for  the  dishonour  of  the  profession  of  the  law  it  should 
be  known  whether  Mr  Phillips’s  speech  in  defence  of  Courvoisier,  after  the 
murderer  had  confessed  his  guilt  to  him,  does  or  does  not  exceed  the  bounds 
of  an  ailvocote’s  licence.  It  would  be  unjust  to  present  it  as  an  example  of 
professional  morality ;  the  question  is,  whether  it  is  or  is  not  accordant 
with  professional  morality  1 

To  the  report  of  the  Timu  a  remark  is  appended  in  which  it  is  presumed 
tliat  the  confession 

“  Entirely  clianged  the  line  of  defence  intended  to  be  taken  by  his  counsel ;  for 
It  was  generally  rumoured  that  a  severe  attack  would  be  made  on  the  fellow- 
lervantsof  the  prisoner,  and  also  on  the  police  who  were  engaged  in  the  investiga¬ 
tion.” 

The  intended  lino  of  defence  (query,  lie  of  defence  1)  was  not  changed  by 
the  communication  in  the  two  points  mentioned — the  cruellest  insinuations 
were  thrown  out  against  the  witness  Sarah  Mancer,  and  the  foulest  charges 
atlvanced  against  the  police. 

Mr  Phillips  disclaimed  the  intention  to  criminate  the  female  servants. 
No,  forsooth  I 

”  God  forbid  that  any  breath  of  bis  should  send  tainted  into  the  world  persons 
perhaps  depending  fur  their  subsistence  upon  their  character.  It  was  not  hU  duty, 
nor  his  interest,  nor  his  policy,  to  do  so.” 

But  did  he  or  did  ho  not  make  the  attempt  in  this  passage  1 — 

”  The  prisoner  had  seen  his  master  retire  to  his  peaceful  bed,  and  was  alarmed  in 
the  morning  by  the  housemaid,  wlio  was  up  before  him,  with  a  cry  of  robbery,  and 
nine  dark,  myaterlous  suggestion  of  murder.  *  Let  us  go,'  said  she,  *  and  see  where 
my  Lord  is.'  He  did  con^  that  that  expression  struck  him  as  extraordinary.  If 
•he  liad  said,  ‘I.«t  us  go  and  tell  my  Lord  that  the  house  is  plundered,'  that 
Would  ha^e Issen  natural;  but  why  should  she  suspect  tliat  anything  had  hap- 

Kned  to  his  Lordship?  She  saw  her  fellow-servaHt  *a/e,  no  taint  of  blood  mbout  the 
use,  and  where  did  she  expect  to  ftnd  her  master  T  Why,  in  his  bed-room,  to  be 
sure.  What  was  there  to  lead  to  a  suspicion  that  he  was  hurt  t  Coorvoiiier  was 
wfe,  (be  cook  was  safe,  and  why  should  she  suspect  that  her  master  was  mot  sqfe  too  f” 

Here  too  was  a  direct  attempt  to  ahake  the  credit  of  the  woman's  evi- 
tlence,  and  to  indace  the  Jury  to  believe  that  she  had  perjured  herself — 
“The  depositions  taken  before  the  Coroner  were  now  before  the  learned  Judges, 
perhaps  they  would  consider  it  their  bounden  dntv  to  tell  the  Jnry  whether 
that  woman  swore  before  the  Coroner  as  she  did  before  the  Coart.  His  conscience 
was  clear ;  he  had  discharged  his  duty  by  throwing  out  that  soggeation.  The  quee- 
hon  he  had  put  to  the  witness  was  this—*  Upon  the  oath  you  have  taken,  did  yon 
not  tell  tlie  Coroner  that  you  saw— Instead  of  some  blood  on  tbe  pillow— bis  Lord- 
■hip  murdered  on  the  bed  ?'  That  was  matter  for  tbe  Jnry  to  consider ;  he  would 
now  pass  on.” 

If  tbe  coroner’s  inquest,  which  the  Olobe  pronounced  so  eminently  well 
conducted,  had  done  its  duty,  tbe  discrepancy  between  Sarah  Mancer’s 
ovidcuce  and  that  of  tbe  other  persons  who  saw  the  na^in  over  the  face  of 
mmdered  nobleman  would  have  been  cleared  up.  The  discrepancy  was 
pidenily  nothing  more  than  an  inaccuracy  of  expression  ;  but  the  effect  of 
leaving  it  unexplained  was,  as  we  have  seen,  to  expose  the  principal  wit- 
“eju  to  a  charge  of  falsehood. 

Then,  as  to  the  police,  does  it  appear  that  Mr  Pbillipa's  line  of  defence 
*u  altered  in  these  attacks,  tbe  groundlessness  of  which  he  knew  as  well 
**  his  client's  gnilt  1  The  witness  Pearce  is  thus  dealt  with 
y**  '.^k  here.  Sir,’  said  he  to  <}ourvoisier,  ‘  dare  you  look  me  in  the  ftuse  T 
h ™  Ood :  was  there  any  exhibition  on  earth  so  likely  to  strike  him  dumb  with 
**  Pfooft  of  the  murder  lying  before  him,  and  that  miscreant  cballeng- 
H  ^  ^  ^ke  face  ?  He  did  look  him  In  the  Dace,  and  answered  him, 

tliem,  I  know  nothing  about  them  i  my  conscience  is  clear,  I  am  innocent.* 
counsel  animadverted  In  very  strong  terms  npon  the  testimony  of  this 
charging  him  with  an  attempt  to  intimidate  the  prisoner,  and  thereby  to 
from  him  a  confession  of  tbe  murder.  He  also  condemned  the  condoct  of 
■*V»e  ud  Mr  Hobler  In  permitting  Pearce  to  bold  that  interview  with  the 
lud^Li  freatment  was  worthy  oaly  of  tbe  Inquisition.  Yst  tbe  fellow  who 
iHi  this  told  the  Jury  he  expected  to  ware  In  the  plunder— tbe  4M<.  reward— 
bl(M  ^  divided  over  the  ajim  of  Courvoisier  f  Ue  bad  hoped  the  days  for 
•«wi.inoney  were  past.” 

when  he  uttered  this  tirade,  knew  that  Pearee  wu  right  ia 


fact,  though  not  perhaps  in  form, — that  he  had  confronted  the  murderer, 
and  dar?d  him  to  deny  his  guilt ;  but  Pearce  is  “  the  miscreant,”  and 
Courvoisier  the  injured  innocent. 

The  attack  upon  Baldwin  is  still  more  unjustifiable,  and  it  is  accomponiw 
with  a  general  charge  of  conspiracy  against  the  prisoner,  of  whoso  guilt  the 
speaker  was  cognizant. 

”  Next  come  Baldwin,  who  hod  done  his  best  is  ihe  worh  of  eosupiracy  to  earn 
the  wsgss  of  blood.  He  swore  well  and  to  the  purpose— he  did  all  he  could  to 
send  s  fellow-creature  *  nnhouseled.  nnanointed,  unaneled  '  befiire  his  Ood.  That 
man  equivocated  and  shtifBed,  and  lied  on  his  oath  os  long  os  be  could,  pretending 
never  to  have  heard  of  the  reword  because  he  wot  no  scholar,  although  every  wall 
in  London  wasblasoned  with  it.” 

Next  the  character  of  Mrs  Piolaine  was  to  be  defamed,  in  order  to  pro¬ 
cure  the  acquittal  of  the  murderer. 

”  He  (Mr  PblUips)  hoped  the  jury  knew  something  of  Leicester  place.  If  they 
did,  they  knew  the  character  of  this  hotel,  with  a  bllll  wd-roora  attach^  to  It,  where, 
unlike  at  a  respectable  hotel,  any  stranger,  not  being  a  guest,  might  enter  and 
gamble.” 

All  these  imputations,  of  different  degrees  of  blackness,  were  flung  out 
by  Mr  Phillips,  in  the  hope  of  obtaining,  by  them,  the  acquittal  of  a  man 
whom  he  knew  to  be  a  murderer  of  the  blackest  dye. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Timet  states— 

*‘  Mr  C.  PhiIIip%  who  defended  the  wretched  man  Courvoisier  on  .Saturday,  com¬ 
plained  in  Court  of  a  very  grow  and  false  statement  which  appeared  in  a  notorious 
Sunday  paper,  and  which,  he  said,  might  ii\Jure  him  In  the  estimation  of  his 
brethren  at  the  bar.  os  well  os  the  public  at  large,  if  it  were  left  unoontrodlcted. 
The  effect  of  the  statement  was,  that  he  had  made  a  solemn  appeal  to  Ood  of 
Courvoisier’s  innocence.  So  fer  from  having  done  so,  the  learned  gentU-iuan  said 
he  cautiously  abstained  from  adopting  such  a  course,  and  for  the  licst  reason— that 
the  miserable  man  had  previously  admitted  his  guilt  to  him,  and  after  he  had 
heard  the  confession  he  was  about  to  throw  up  his  brief,  until  hit  friend,  Mr 
Clarkson,  persuaded  him  not  to  do  so.  He  acted  npon  that  advice,  and  did  the 
best  he  could  for  the  auilty  wretch,  although  against  hia  own  feelloga  and  convic¬ 
tion.  Mr  Phillips  added,  that  he  had  spoken  to  both  the  learneil  Judges  upon  the 
subject,  and  they  assured  him  that  they  had  purposely  watched  hia  apoech,  and 
I  felt  quite  convlnc^  that  he  never  attempted  to  use  the  language  attributed  to  him. 
Many  others  in  court  gave  similar  testimony.” 

In  the  Timet'  report  we  find  this  emphatic  assertion  :  **  The  ommitcient 
Ood  alone  knew  who  did  thit  crime." 

This  was  said  by  tlie  roan  who  himself  knew  who  did  the  crime,  and  who 
profaned  the  name  of  the  Deity  by  thrusting  it  into  a  lolemn  assertion,  of 
the  untruth  of  which  he  was  cognizant. 

We  pass  to  a  less  grave  example  of  the  lengths  to  which  this  advocate 
carried  his  zeal  for  a  murderer. 

”  The  slightest  expressions  had  been  fastened  upon—'  I  wish  I  had  old  Billy’s 
money,  I  would  not  lie  long  in  this  country,’  was  ivinstnied  into  a  proof  that  he  hod 
meditated  murder.  Yet  it  was  not  on  unnatural  wisli  fur  a  foreigner  to  nxpreas, 
toiling  for  hia  dolly  sustenance,  yet  longing  to  revisit  his  fWtherl.tnd,  rugged  though 
it  be— 'I  wish  I  the  wealth  of  sucli  an  one,  I  would  not  be  long  away  from  my 

own  country  I’  Ambition's  vision,  glory’s  bauble,  wealth's  reality,  wore  all  notliing 
os  compared  to  his  native  land.  Not  all  the  enchantments  of  creation,  not  all  the 
splendour  of  scenery,  not  all  that  gratifleotiun  of  any  kind  could  produce,  could 
make  the  Swiss  forget  his  native  land : — 

*  Dear  is  that  shod  to  which  his  soul  confbrma 
And  dear  tliat  hill  that  lifts  him  to  the  atorma ; 

And,  08  a  child,  hy  jarring  sounds  oppressed, 

Clings  close  and  closer  to  its  mother'a  breast. 

So  the  loud  torrent  and  the  wlilrlwind’a  roar 
But  bind  him  to  hia  native  mountains  more.' 

There  never  dropped  from  human  lips  a  n«or«  iNooreiif  or  aafara/  expression,  ‘I 
wlali  1  liad  old  Billy’s  money,  I  would  soon  bo  in  iny  own  country.’  ” 

And  this  maudlin  stuff  was  uttered  by  the  man  in  whose  oars  the  mur¬ 
derer’s  confession  of  his  guilt  was  yet  ringing  ;  .Mr  Phillips,  while  harping 
on  those  words,  being  conscious  that  his  blooil -stained  client  had  coveted 
tlie  money,  and  cut  his  master’s  throat  to  obtain  it. 

Whether  all  this  accords  or  not  with  professional  morality  it  is  not  for 
us  to  decide  ;  but,  if  it  does,  the  public  will  probably  he  disposed  to  think  I 
that  the  profession  should  change  its  name  from  the  profession  of  the  Law 
to  the  profession  of  the  Lie. 

We  should  like  to  know  the  breadth  of  the  distinction  between  an  ac¬ 
complice  after  the  fact,  and  an  advocate  who  makes  the  most  unscrupulous 
endeavours  to  procure  the  acquittal  of  a  mau  whom  he  knows  to  be  an 
assassin. 

The  subject  attnu’ted  very  considerable  attention,  and  the 
general  feeling  manifested  against  Mr  IMiillips  elicited 
attempts  to  defend  him  on  tlie  part  of  bis  friends.  Keferring 
to  these  a  fortnight  after  the  foregoing  article  appeared,  and 
to  a  statement  which  had  Iteen  circulated  as  to  the  defence 
originally  projtosed,  the  Examiner  of  the  11th  July  had  the 
following  remarks : 

We  obsorve  tbe  following  startling  statement  in  the  Olobe: 

'  “CouavoisiBE's  iNTZNDZD  DzfiNcz. — While  tlie  preliininaries  for  the  ap- 
proacliing  execution  were  in  progresi,  and  a  large  number  of  gentlemen  were 
assembled  in  a  room  adjoining  the  prison,  waiting  for  admission,  it  was  stated  by 
one  of  the  city  authorities,  as  an  admitted  fact,  that  the  line  of  defence  which  Mr 
Phillips,  the  criminal’s  counsel  on  his  trial.  Intended  to  have  taken  was,  thaf  the 
female  servants  had  been  engaged  in  criminal  intrigue  with  some  of  the  police,  and 
had  admitted  them  into  the  house  for  the  purpose  ;  that  the  robbery  and  murdw  had 
been  perpetrated  by  them.  The  secretion  of  the  jewellery  and  other  aiticles  in  the 
butler’s  pantry  was  to  have  been  thus  accounted  for ;  and  the  subsequent  dis¬ 
covery  of  tbe  blood-stained  gloves,  Ac.,  so  strangely  rolled  up  In  Courvoisier’s 
linen,  after  the  real  perpetrator  of  the  de^  was  in  custody,  and  had  left  the  house, 
was  to  have  been  adduced  as  further  presumptive  proof  of  the  police  being  the 
guilty  parties,  for  the  purpose  of  criminating  tiie  prisoner.” 

According  to  this  story,  then,  Mr  Phillips’s  intended  line  of  defence 
would  have  been  directed  not  only  against  the  characters  but  against  the 
lives  of  the  innocent  female  servants.  They  were  to  have  been  murdered 
— for  sentence  of  death  upon  false  accusation  is  nothing  leu  than  murder 
on  the  part  of  those  raising  the  false  charge — to  procure  the  acquittal  of 
the  miureant.  It  ia  to  be  observed  that  Mr  Phillips  could  have  had  no 
grounds  for  believing  that  the  maid-servants  and  the  police  had  committed 
the  murder ;  but  tbe  statement  that  such  a  defence  was  meditated  is  too 
horrible  to  be  credited,  and  the  circulation  of  it  is  an  affront  to  public 
morality. 

Quite  bad  enough  was  Mr  Phillips's  defence  as  it  was,  yet,  though 
condemned  by  the  nght  sense  of  the  public,  it  has  had  its  advocates.  In  the 
most  ingenious  argument  we  have  seen  in  vindication  of  ti,  the  counsel 
is  said  to  repment  the  pi^soner  with  the  advantage  of  the  knowledge  of 
the  law  and  skill  in  sifting  evidence,  and  giving  due  significance  to  facts ; 
and  it  is  therefore  contended  that  it  is  the  counsers  duty  to  act  for  tbe  pri¬ 
soner  as  the  prisoner  would  act  for  himself  if  he  had  bis  advocate’s  sRill. 
Admitting  this  position,  it  does  not  thence  follow  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
advocate  to  have  recourse  to  falsehood  in  defence  of  his  client ;  for  the 
principle^  stated  would  only  clothe  the  advocate  with  the  rights  and  duties 
of  the  prisoner,  and  it  cannot  be  the  duty  of  tbe  prisoner  to  lie  for  bis  own 
defence.  Society  cannot  prevent  his  lying ;  the  law  must  allow  of  his 
lyi°8*  must  yield  him  the  opportunity  of  Tying,  if  be  chooses  to  lie;  but 
the  impouibility  of  preventing  the  lie  and  tbe  opportunity  of  the  lie  do  not 
render  the  lie  a  right  or  a  duty.  How  then  can  it  be  contended  that  tbe 
advocate,  knowing  hia  client’s  guilt  and  the  circumstances  of  it,  has  a  duty 
to  ^hold  falseho^  which  does  uot  belong  to  hit  client  1 

We  admit  that  there  are  grave  objections  to  throwing  up  a  brief.  Gases 
not  probable,  but  posaible,  nuy  be  imagined,  in  which  a  destroying  weight 
of  prejudiM  might  be  thrown  upon  an  innocent  client  by  such  a  step.  A 
counsel  might  be  moved  by  ilLwill  or  corruption  to  ruin  a  prisoner  by 
throwing  up  his  brief,  and  thereby  implying  that  he  bad  discovered  tbe 
I  guilt  of  bit  ciienL  An  advocate  might  therefore  feel  tmund  by  rule,  even 
after  a  confession  of  guilt  bad  been  comirpuDicatad  to  him,  to  go  through  a 

I*  defence ;  but  in  this  cane  we  contend  that  tbe  advocate  should  scrupulously 
refrain  from  My  line  of  defenee  the  effoot  of  which  would  be  to  procure  the 
•equittal  of  hb  client  criminating  or  deUroying  the  characters  of  peiions 
who  hid  bnt  borne  true  evidenee  sgainit  him.  The  defeoee  lAonia  turp, 


in  such  case,  on  the  sufficiency  of  proof  and  on  technical  points,  and  not 
on  the  impugnment  of  honest  evidence,  or  (worse  stilD  on  insinuations  of 
guilt  against  the  witnesses.  The  truth  known  to  the  aavo^e  through  the 
confession  gives  him  the  key  to  other  truths,  and  clears  evidence  of  suspi¬ 
cion  which  might  have  attached  to  it  in  his  view  before  the  knowledge  of 
his  client's  guilt  gave  the  right  reading  of  circumstances. 

Our  objections  to  Mr  Phillips’s  defence  have  applied  to  the  points  in 
which  he  became  the  assailant  or  accuser  of  witnesses  whose  truth  he  had 
no  reason  to  suspect  after  Courvoisier's  confession,  and  also  to  his  Mlernn 
pretences  of  the  murderer's  innocence.  Had  he  procured  the  acquittal  of 
the  guilty  by  this  course,  and  transferred  suspicion  to  the  innocent,  aud 

E laced  them  on  their  trial,  the  morality  of  his  conduct  would  have  been 
rought  to  the  practical  test.  To  judge  of  the  attempt,  imagine  the 
Buccou  of  it.  Had  he  confined  himself  to  weighing  the  sufficiency  of  evi¬ 
dence,  and  examining  flaws  in  its  links,  he  would  at  least  have  avoided 
wrong  and  danger  to  others  in  the  defence  of  an  assasain. 

Tho  policy  of  Mr  Phillips’s  course  we  question  as  much  as  its  morality, 
for  jurors,  having  seen,  in  this  example,  the  extremities  to  which  his  zeal 
for  a  client  of  whose  guilt  he  is  cognizant  will  carry  him,  will  in  all  other 
instances  bo  apt  to  suppose  thst  he  is  pleading  agaiust  his  knowledge  of  tho 
truths  of  the  case. 

Tlieso  two  articles  comprise  our  charge  against  Mr 
rhilli[is.  It  has  been  restated  by  us  from  time  to  time, 
never  with  any  other  feeling  than  these  articles  evince.  It 
would  have  been  difficult  to  overstate  anytliing  so  grave* 
When  the  fact  became  known  that  Sarah  Mancer  had  been 
lodged  in  a  lunatic  asylum,  driven  mad  by  the  sufferings, 
and  terrors  arising  out  of  the  Courvoisier  trial,  it  was  an 
illustration,  not  an  aggravation,  of  Mr  Phillips’s  defence  of 
liis  client.  If  wo  tolerate  the  one,  wo  cannot  make  a  crime 
of  tho  other. 

We  desire  attention  to  a  summai'y  of  the  charge,  thus . 
advanced  hy  us,  before  we  proceed  to  tiie  attempted  exculpa¬ 
tion. 

Having  received  a  private  confession  that  his  client  was  the 
murderer,  Mr  Phillips,  disclaiming  an  intention  to  criminate 
the  female  servants,  proceeded  to  cast  u|>on  Sarah  Mancer  tho 
most  foul  suspicions.  Knowing  that  the  police  had  fixed  the 
imputation  of  guilt  in  the  pro|H3r  quarter,  he  branded  individual 
j  members  of  that  hotly  ns  liars,  bloodhomids,  and  miscre¬ 
ants  ;  and  accused  them  generally  of  a  conspiracy  to  obtain 
I  the  (foveriiment  reward  hy  convicting  an  innocent  man. 
'riioronghly  I’onscious  that  the  evidence  of  Mrs  Piolaine, 
if  she  was  behoved,  would  complete  the  case  against  tho 
murderer,  he  throw  out  the  most  unfounded  aspersions 
j  upon  her  character  and  that  of  her  husband.  Finally,  being 
in  possession  of  the  knowledge  of  wlio  did  the  crime,  be  - 
solemnly  protested  that  tho  Omniscient  God  alone  knew 
who  did  it.  This  was  our  charge,  from  wliich,  at  the  same 
time,  we  not  only  omitted  nothing  put  forward  in  so-called 
exUniuation,  but  interfered  to  throw  discredit  on  a  charge 
yet  more  incredibly  revolting.  Wo  carefully  quoted  Mr 
Phillips’s  God  Forbid  that  he  should  do  what  he  after¬ 
wards  did.  We  gave  him  what  benefit  might  be  deriv¬ 
able  from  his  denial  of  having  made  a  solemn  appeal  to 
Heaven  of  Courvoisier’s  innocence  ;  from  his  assertion  that 
he  had  acted  on  the  advice  of  others  in  retaining  his  bri^ 
after  the  confession  ;  and  fram  the  favourable  testimony 
of  the  judges  who  tried  the  case,  in  ^regard  to  his  appeal 
to  tho  Deity.  We  even  admitted  his  'right,  in  the  peculiar 
circumstances,  to  retain  his  brief;  and  contended  only  that  he 
should  have  refrained  fmin  any  line  of  d^nce,  the  effect  of 
which,  if  successful,  would  have  procured  acquittal  of 
his  guilty  client  hy  criminating  or  destro^tng  the  cha¬ 
racter  of  persons  who  liad  borne  true  evidouco  against 
him.  Ill  short  our  charge  was  restricted  to  Mr  Phillips’s 
solemnly  acted  belief  in  the  murderer’s  iunocence  ;  and  to- 
those  points  in  which,  in  tho  course  of  that  performance,  he 
liecame  the  assailant  and  accuser  of  witnesses  whose  truth 
he  had  no  reason  to  suspect  after  receiving  the  murderer’s- 
confession.  Lot  us  now  mark  how  this  indictment  is  met 
after  nine  years*  rest  and  reflection. 

Mr  Phillips,  in  his  exculpation,  alleges  om*  attack  to  have^ 
been  threefold,  and  proceeds  to  dispose  of  it  under  three  dis¬ 
tinct  heads.  The  first  is  tliat  of  having  retained  his  brief,  which 
we  expressly  excejtted from  our  charge.  It  now  appears  that  he 
retained  it  with  the  sanction  of  the  judge,  Mr  Baron  Parke,  who 
assisted  Chief  Justice  Tindal  in  trying  the  case,  and  to  whom 
the  fact  of  the  confession  was  communicated.  The  second  is 
that  of  having  appealed  to  Heaven  as  to  his  belief  in  Cour¬ 
voisier’s  innocence,  which  we  gave  him  at  the  time  the  credit 
of  having  denied.  As  we  have  said,  we  did  not  accuse 
him  of  solemnly  protesting  that  belief,  but  of  solemnly 
acting  it.  Our  assertion  was,  not  that  be  invented  a  false¬ 
hood  to  profess  faith  in  bis  client’s  inuocenoe,  but  that  he 
invented  a  falsehood  to  profess  ignorance  of  his  fclient’s 
guilt ;  and  that  ho  profaned  tbe  name  of  the  Deity  by 
using  it  to  give  solemnity  to  this  falsehood.

I  If  dirision  ruins  the  Protectionist  camp,  the  mutineers,  the 
I  Gracchi  complaining  of  the  sedition,  have  to  blame  them¬ 
selves,  not  their  opponents,  who  have  had  nothing  to  do  with 
the  schisms  except  as  amused  lookers  on. 

The  tnith  is  that  the  Protectionists  are  at  loggerheads  about 
the  impracticability  of  rival  delusions.  Lord  Stanhope  and  Mr 
Young  see  the  impossibility  of  Mr  Disraeli’s  scheme,  and  Mr 
Disraeli  has  a  yet  more  lively  perception  of  the  impossibility 
of  Lord  Stanhoi)e’8  and  Mr  Young’s  day-dream  of  restoring 
protection.  They  are  like  madmen  who  have  understanding 
enough  to  detect  each  other’s  delusions,  but  not  to  discover 
their  own.  In  the  rivalry  of  delusions  the  genius  of  Mr 
Disraeli  tells  against  him.  The  humdrum  partisans  of 
protection  go  on  with  their  humdrum  clamour  for  revival. 
They  wake  the  dead  in  the  Irish  fashion,  howling  out,  “  Why 
did  you  die !”  rhodomontadiiig  of  the  virtues  of  the  departed, 
and  calling  for  a  miracle  to  restore  them  to  life.  Mr  Disraeli 
cannot  stoop  to  these  obtuse  and  hackneyed  figments,  and  he 
devises  a  scheme  to  servo  instead  of  protection,  the  absurdity 
of  which  could  not  have  been  achievexl  by  any  man  of  less 
ingenuity,  at  his  wit’s  end  to  contrive  a  tub  for  the  whale. 
The  proposal  to  give  relief  to  suffering  classes  by  adding  to 
their  taxation,  and  to  mend  the  fortunes  of  the  landlords  and 
farmers  and  rural  lal)Ourers  by  making  them  pay  off  the 
national  debt,  is  not  to  be  sur|>aesed  by  any  scheme  in 
Swift’s  ‘  College  of  Projectors.  ’ 


tbej  shook  hands,  and  expressed  a  hope  that  they  should  meet  in 
Heaven.  All  these  things  dispersed  by  means  of  the  press  throughout 
Uie  country  were  calculated — (who  could  deny  it?)>— to  stimulate  a 
morbid  desire  even  for  public  execration.  Scenes  like  these  were  cal* 
culated  to  nerve  the  ruffian's  arm,  and  to  stimulate  everything  that 
was  base  in  human  nature ;  and  he  was  much  mistaken  if  the  people 
of  England  would  not  sooner  or  later  reap  a  dire  and  bitter  harvest 
of  deeds  of  violence  and  blood  from  the  seeds  sown  on  Tuesdivy  last 
at  Horsemonger-lane  Qaol.  (Hear,  hear.) 

The  remedy  for  this  is  to  drop  the  curtain  on  the  whole 
scejie,  and  to  admit  the  press  only  to  the  view  of  the  attes¬ 
tations  of  the  punishment. 

But  against  this  comes  forward,  protesting,  Sir  Prancis 
Uead — always  a  Sir  Francis  Wrongliead — insisting  on  “  the 

iiialienahle  rigJu  which  every  member  of  our  Christian 
“  community  ought  to  maintain  of  witnessing,  whenever  liis 
“  conscience  prompts  him  to  do  so,  the  legalised  execution  of 
“  his  fellow  creature,  for  which  national  act  he  is,  no  doubt, 
“  infinitesimally  responsible.”  We  are  of  opinion  that  tlie 
less  the  word  Christian  is  impressed  into  this  debate  the 
better  it  will  be  for  the  honour  of  the  word,  for  it  is  really  os 
much  out  of  place  on  one  side  of  the  question  as  tlie  other ; 
or  rather,  of  the  two,  is  more  profaned  when  introduced  in 
sanction  of  the  gallows,  and  the  gratification  of  witnessing 
the  last  agonies  of  a  fellow  creature.  The  old  story  of  the 
traveller  who,  on  espying  a  gibbet,  exclaimed,  “  Thank 
heaven,  I  am  at  last  in  a  Christian  land !  ”  has  never  been 
understood  as  a  compliment  to  that  peculiar  evidence  of  the 
meekest  and  most  indulgent  of  faiths.  Our  punishments 
have  their  warrants  in  our  human  necessities,  and  Scripture 
is  not  to  be  wrested  either  into  the  injunction  or  prohibition 
of  them. 

Sir  Francis  Head’s  instance  in  proof  of  the  policy  of  pro¬ 
viding  the  spectacle  of  executions  in  satisfaction  of  the  in¬ 
alienable  right  of  every  member  of  our  Christian  community, 
is  the  repugnance  which  Mrs  Maiiiiing  testified  to  exj)ose 
herself  to  the  public  gaze.  It  was  tlie  only  thing  this 
criminal  feared,  says  Sir  Francis  ;  but  this  fear  was,  after  all, 
mastered  by  a  handkerchief!  'I’lie  woman  bandaged  her  eyes, 
and  preserved  her  fortitude.  Sir  Francis  counts  on  the 
terror  of  the  public  gaze  as  one  of  the  deterring  elements  of 
the  example,  and  as  heiglitening  the  poignancy  of  the  punish¬ 
ment ;  l»ut  following  out  the  same  principle,  it  would  be 
politic  to  aggravate  the  pain  of  hanging,  or  to  suiieradd  to  it  j 
any  sulTering  that  the  occasion  allows  of.  d’orture  iiad  its 
defence  on  the  same  grounds  on  which  Sir  Francis  Head 
advocates  tlie  publicity  of  executions. 

To  us  it  seems  tliat  the  example  that  tlie  criminal  is  put 
out  of  the  world  is  all  that  is  uecessai*y  to  the  ends  and 
policy  of  justice ;  that  the  salutary  exaiuple  is  in  the  fact, 
uot  ill  the  s[>ectaclo  of  carrying  the  sentence  into  etfect,  and 
that  the  less  known  of  the  details  the  better  for  the  dignity 
of  justice  and  the  honour  of  humanity.  We  have  done  with 
tlie  dissection  of  the  criminal’s  body  ;  let  the  not  less  loath¬ 
some  anatomy  of  the  jieualty  follow.

But  if  there  is 
a  possibility  that  a  commercial  union  of  Austria  with  Prussia, 
and  the  other  States  comjiosing  the  Zollverein,  may  have  the 
effect  of  promoting  tlie  interests  of  free  trade  in  the  Austrian 
territories,  there  is  on  tlie  other  hand  a  great  and  reasonable 
probahility  that  such  a  step  might  only  be  tlie  prelude  to  a 
retrograde  movement  in  this  respect  witliiu  the  limits  of  those 
States  which  at  present  are  included  in  the  German  Customs 
Union. 

The  Times  admits  tliat  “  the  adoption  of  a  more  liberal 
“  commercial  jiolicv  by  the  Austrian  Government  is  notneoes- 
“  sarily  contingent  on  the  conclusion  of  a  definitive  union  with

PKOTECTION  TO  AGllICULTUKISTS  AND  PRO¬ 
TECTION  TO  MANUFACTURERS. 

Wo  observe  that  at  their  agricultural  festivities,  the  Pro¬ 
tectionists  are  repeating  denunciations  of  flagrant  injustice 
for  the  alleged  exclusive  protection  given  to  manufacturers, 
while  they  themselves,  as  they  allege,  are  left  to  struggle  with 
strangers,  stark  naked,  without  mail  or  buckler.  The  (jues- 
tion  should  he  fairly  laid  before  them,  when  tliey  will  discover 
that  they  are  not  quite  so  uiieijually  treated  as  they  imagine. 

If  every  national  and  colonial  interest  were  protected,  in  the 
monopolist  sense  of  protection,  it  is  quite  certain  that  no 
1  interest  at  all  would  be  really  protected,  and  that  wo  should 
I  only  be  engaged  in  a  round  of  taxing  one  another,  for  no 
I  earthly  gfxxl  purpose — for  no  purjKise  at  all  indeed,  unless 
as  a  handsome  contribution  towards  converting  us,  in  the 
long  run,  into  a  uatiou,  isolated,  tradeless,  and  jxior.  It 
cannot  be  too  often  refloated  that  tliere  can  exist  no  efficient 
protection  to  industry  except  perfect  lilierty  and  perfect 
security  of  person  and  property,  and  tliat  all  else  is  but  mis¬ 
chievous  delusion. 

Let  us  examine,  however,  the  protections  enjoyed  by  the 
manufacturers,  and  compare  them  with  tliose  still  in  [lossession 
of  the  agriculturists.

The  scheme  haa  succeeded  for  the  present,  'file  re¬ 
quisite  seven  millions  were  really  subscribed ;  although  many 
of  tlie  applicants  find  themselves  saddled  with  liabilities 
^hich  they  never  contemplated  taking  upon  theniselvte,  and 
glthough  a  more  awkward  termination  may  possibly  be  in 
store,  as  the  loan,  which  previously  to  its  closing  was  at  a 
premium,  is  now  at  a  discount,  reminding  us  again  in  this 
respect  of  the  bubbles  of  our  railway  porio<l. 

As  a  permanent  resource,  however,  Baron  Kraues  appears 
to  rely  upon  increased  taxation  :  and  the  Timcft  approvingly 
gasiires  us  that  the  Austrian  possessions  have  hitherto  been 
subject  to  “the  most  modest  ratio  of  taxation.’*  France 
is  taxed  annually  to  the  amount  of  sixty  millions ;  Austria, 
an  e<iual  jmpulation  and  a  greater  area,  only  to  the 
extent  of  tlfleen  millions.  The  iiifercmce  is  plain  that 
there  is  a  wide  margin  left  fur  the  Austrian  linaacierB  to 
tax  Austrian  subjects.  Hut  we  wonld  venture  to  obeen'e 
that  in  the  first  place  France  is  breaking  down  nnder  the 
weight  of  oppressive  taxation  ;  and  secondly,  that  it  is  not 
altogether  imiK)8sihle  that  Austria  may  be  taxed  quite  as 
iKnvily  as  France  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  capital 
p08g4*esed  by  her — to  a))ply  the  only  reasoiuible  method  of 
estimating  the  pressure  of  taxation.  It  is  certain  tliat  the 
a<-ciiniulation  of  capital  in  Austria  has  been  most  inconsider¬ 
able  ;  especially  when  estimated  in  money  values.  Thus  the 
taxes  have  been  increased  rather  thun  diminished  since  the 
peace ;  and  the  owner  of  a  house  in  Vienna  may  have  to 
cjntril)ute  fiu'  more  to  the  exigencies  of  the  State,  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  his  inconoe,  thau  tlie  owner  of  a  house  in  London 
or  Paris.  A  juJicioiu  alteration  in  the  mode  of  taxation 
migiit  indeed  raise  a  larger  revenue  with  less  burden  to  tlm

The  gibbet  among 
the  obeceiM  crewd,  in  eight  of  depraved  and  hateful  countenancee,  in 
sight  of  windows  at  which  women  sit  and  look  through  opera-glasses, 
within  which  exulting  sightseers  laugh  over  their  champagne,  is  some- 
tLing  like  the  way  in  which  Pagans  might  yell  out  of  the  world  a 
man  whom  they  bad  hated  to  the  etrangliug  point.  Which  of  tlieee 
two  ie  the  more  wretched  snectacle  :  the  criminal  Co  the  crowd,  or  the 
crowd  to  the  criminal  ?  Is  the  victim  taught  to  go  out  of  the  world 
loving  his  fbllow-creatures,  with  these  noisy  sons  of  Cain  befbre  him, 
these  filthy  samples  of  the  bllow-creaturee  whom  he  is  to  love?  Atk 
that,  and  you  ask  of  a  oriminal  antong  men  to  exercise  a  virtue, 
whioli  an  angel  might  be  ibrgiven  for  being  unable  to  attain.” 

L„  who  noticed  in  this  journal,  last  April,  the  brutalising  resnltx  of 
a  public  execution  at  Brecon,  and  suggorted  the  deelrability  of  devie* 
ing  a  system  of  pri^e  executions,  •*  firet  with  sufioient  publicity  to 
prevent  the  possibility  of  unfair  treatment,  and  secondly,  to  make 
(lalpable  the  fate  of  the  oriminal  ” — now  remarks : 

“  These  arc  the  two  main  points  to  be  kept  in  view,  and  we  might 
therefore  stand  excused  for  not  seriously  noticing  the  lively  lettev  of  Shf 
Francis  Head  in  Wednesday's  Times— his  quotation  from  Hotepur'h 
speculation  of  a  fop,  and  his  opinion  aa  to  the  *  inalienable  right  ’ 

‘  which  ‘  every  member  of  our  Christian  community  ought  to  main¬ 
tain,’  of  having  his  free  seat  at  all  spectacles  and  strangulations,  for 


j  as  often  led  by  political  as  by  economical  reasons  ;  and  one  of 
I  his  main  objects  is  to  escape  from  that  petty,  peddling,  vexa- 
1  tious  every-day  t}’ranny  in  parish  and  even  honsehold  affairs, 
which  is  too  much  the  characteristic  of  all  German  ad¬ 
ministration,  but  is  particularly  predominant  where  the 
Austrian  system  prevails. 

But  would  it  be  good  policy  in  the  House  of  Hapsburg, 
even  supposing  it  jwssible,  to  crush  the  native  Hungarians, 
and  fill  tiieir  place  by  new  settlers,  rather  than  to  attempt 
to  regain  their  affection  by  justice  and  humanity  ?  Is  Hun¬ 
gary  only  to  be  valued  according  to  its  capacity  of  paying 
taxes  ?  The  opinion  of  Montesejuien  seems  to  have  been  far 
different,  and  we  cannot  do  better  than  conclude  by  a  quota¬ 
tion  from  his  ‘  Esprit  dea  Loix  ’  (book  viii,  ch.  9),  however 
cheaply  the  opinion  of  such  an  old-fashioned  writer  may 
1)6  held  by  those  modem  luminaries.  Dr  Bwh,  Prince 
Schwartzenberg,  and  Baron  Kraues. 

The  House  of  Austria  has  been  seen  labouring  without  cesmtlon  to 
crush  the  Hungarian  nobility,  in  ignorance  of  the  value  which  that  no¬ 
bility  would  one  day  be  to  ber.

There  are  few  desires  which  animate  the  patriot's  breast  with  a 
more  genevons  and  wholesome  tempemture  than  the  desire  that 
nations  should  be  sttacht  to  his  country  by  an  identity  of  sympathies 
and  intarests.  Neither  of  these  will  be  felt  to  be  the  same  where  thev 
are  not  exprest  in  the  Mme  language.  The  palace,  yet  warm  with 
the  revelry  of  the  Btuarts,  bore  little  love  toward  them  ;  the  moun- 
t  Jns  of  their  country,  which  they  had  never  visited,  rasht  forward  to' 
pour  out  their  blo^  in  their  defenow  How  was  this  II  It  was  be¬ 
cause  the  same  Snxon  tongue  ■{)oke  and  was  answered  in  the  cities  of 
both  nations,  while  the  most  generous  of  Celtic  tribes  stood  aloof,  and 
disowned  the  degenerate  seion  cf  the  plains.  The  natuml  oouitesy  of 
his  manners,  and  the  pare  elevation  of  his  religiont  brought  the  High¬ 
lander  down  to  fratcniity  and  union  with  the  inhabitant  of  the  south. 
Priestly  domination,  luid  the  pride  of  a  religion  which  asks  all  ques¬ 
tions  and  which  answers  none,  separate,  and  must  long  separate,  the 
Irish  from  the  English.  A  people  so  quick  in  ridicule  and  so  sharp 
in  sarcasm  would  nave  exploded  the  priesthood  of  Egypt  and  the  my¬ 
thology  of  Hindustan*  They  struggled,  not  against  those  who  h^ 
laid  the  noose  in  the  hedge,  but  against  those  who  were  taking  it 
out.  If  the  two  snoes  had  l^en  only  instructed  in  the  same  language, 
the  stumps  of  the  old  religion  must  have  been  overgrown  by  the 
bmnriieaof  the  flrether,  and  not  enough  fbr  the  exoiosion  of  light  or 
the  exvTcise  of  activity.  Perrot  and  Cromwell,  tha  two  greatest  men 
that  ever  trod  that  soil,  could  not  lay  aside  the  swordi  nor  look  be¬ 
yond  the  field  of  battle.  And  indeed  in  tlieir  days  that  glorious 
vision  had  not  yet  been  nianifhsted ;  that  vision  more 'awful  a^  more 
sublime  than  stood  before  thrdiseoverer  of  another  world,  that  vision 
which  proclairor  to  the  regenerate  English,  in  Amerioa  tlie  destiny 
their  children  must  fulfill.  No  Minister  of  the  British  Grown  ever 
oared  a  stsaw  for  the  gloiy  of  his  nation.  It  was  enough  to  hang  like 
I  a  jewel  at  the  royal  ear,  and  to  caresv  the  staunch  bu^hounds  of  the' 
Conrt. 

The  Gneehs  asid  Romans' knew,  and  oeted  on*  the  knowledfs^  that 
by  extending  their  language  they  extaode<l  their  authority.  The 
United  States  will  continue  to  unite  other  states  to  them  by  pursuing 
the  same  course.  They  will  not  be  negligent  in  establishing  English 
schoole  wherever  large  bodies  of  foreigners  resort.  Pefjuved  and  fhro-- 
oioue  princes  am  as  cartainly  the  builders  of  republiea  ae- slaves  were 
of  the  Pyramids.  Battered  (wowns,  broken  sceptres,  and  blunted 
swords,  are  the  commemorative  coins  embedded  under  the  broad 
foundation-stone.  The  philanthropist  may^then,  but'  not  earlier,  look 
forward  to  the  abolition  of  capital  punishment,  when  the  most  capital 
of  all  crimes  balk  been  smitten  down  by  it ;  but  he  must  not  turn*  a 
tiger  loose  into  the  niariiet-place,  Boe  drive  him  across  the  way.  Indi¬ 
genous  brutss,  the  reptiles  and  ravagers  of  forest  and  savannah,  will 
be  the  only  adversaries  to  the  inoustry  transferred  from  Europe. 
Soothere  races  will  press  southward  :  but  English  laws  and  Bhglwh 
language  will  emhrace  all  fraternities  and  olimotesi  Within  ts«n  mere 
centuries  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Valparaiso  will  be  the  richest  of  thseitiee 
in  the  forty  United  States,  and  will  contend  with  each  other  which  of 
the  two  speaks  with  most  writj  the  Anglo-Saxon  tongue.

FOREIGN  GLEANINGS. 

An  inrention  of  a  norel  character  has  been  made  in  Paris,  by  which 
the  folding  of  newspapers,  which  has  hitherto  been  performed  by  the 
hand,  is  now  effected  by  a  peculiar  machine.  With  the  assistance  of 
one  person  to  attend  to  it,  this  machine  will  fold  2,000  newspapers 
an  hour. 

The  late  mysterious  and  total  disappearance  of  many  vessels  in  the 
Baltic  is  accounted  for  by  the  discovery  of  a  large  bed  of  shifting 
sands  about  eight  miles  from  Swinemunde. 

A  letter  from  Cairo,  of  the  29th  ult.,  states  that  the  annual  over¬ 
flow  of  Ibe  Nile  had  taken  place,  whereby  the  fertility  of  the  land 
in  the  ensuing  year  is  rendered  certain. 

The  ninetieth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Schiller  was  celebrated 
at  Berlin,  on  the  10th  instant,  by  a  performance  of  the  great  poet's 
masterpiece,  Die  Braut  von  Messina.” 

A  private  letter  from  New  Brunswick  states  that  the  feeling  there 
in  favour  of  annexation  is  stronger  than  it  is  in  Quebec. 

The  shock  of  an  earthquake  was  felt  at  the  city  of  Mexico  on  the 
28th  of  September :  a  severe  shock  was  also  experienced  at  Cordova  on 
the  25th.  A  terrible  disease  called  the  “  bobo  ”  had  appeared  at 
Vera  Cruz ;  it  is  represented  os  being  more  fatal  than  cholera. 

The  Paris  and  Strasbourg  Railway  has  been  opened  for  traflic 
between  Epemay  and  Chalons-sur-Marne. 

The  French  traveller,  Mons.  D’Abbodie,  has  just  returned  from 
Abyssinia,  where  he  has  spent  the  lost  eleven  years. 

The  construction  of  the  railway  from  Lintz  to  Saltzburg  is  defini¬ 
tively  settled.  The  telegraphic  line  from  Munich  through  Saltzburg 
to  Vienna  will  be  complete  at  the  end  of  this  month,  and  is  expected 
to  be  opened  to  the  public  early  in  December. 

There  are  now  completed  in  the  United  States  8,500  miles  of  rail¬ 
way,  at  a  cost  of  230,000,0002. — 5,000  miles  more  are  in  contempla¬ 
tion. 

The  Belgian  Government  intends  to  erect  electric  telegraphs  in 
Belgium. 

We  learn  from  Hayti  that  the  black  Emperor  Solouque  has  his 
favourite  Court  Sorcerers,”  and  is  said  to  be  much  addicted  to 
the  African  superstitions  of  Vaudoo  and  Obi.

Noire,  not  far  from  Cannes.  The  fields  and  gardens  were  inundated, 
and  vast  damage  was  done.

It  is  reported  that  M.  Verou,  of  the  '  Constitutionnel,*  is  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed  Director  of  the  Beaux  Arts. 

M.  Arseiie  Houssaye,  a  well-known  writer,  has  been  appointed,  by 
the  President  of  the  French  Republic,  Administrator  of  the  Theatre 
Franpais. 

The  total  deaths  in  New  York  during  the  cholera  visitation  were 
15,219.  Of  the  above  there  were  8,086  from  choleia  and  bowel  com¬ 
plaints. 

The  Spanish  Government  has  declared  Mahon  a  free  port  of  deposit 
for  merchandise.  British  and  other  foreign  manufactured  cotton 
goods,  and  other  articles  of  merchandise  hitherto  excluded  as  con¬ 
traband,  will  now  be  admitted  into  Spain  through  that  port. 

The  Paris  ‘  Constitutionnel '  has  deserted  M.  Thiers,  and  gone  over 
to  the  party  of  the  Ely  see,  of  which  it  is  now  the  organ. 

Princess  Lieveu  has  resumed  her  weekly  receptions  since  her 
return  to  Paris.  M.  Guizot  and  Count  Mol^  were  present,  shook 
hands,  and  conversed  with  each  other  for  a  considerable  time,  with 
much  apparent  cordiality.  This  was  the  first  time  for  many  years  that 
they  had  spoken. 

The  President  of  the  French  Republic  intends  to  give  a  ball  on  a 
magnificent  scale,  on  the  10th  of  December,  in  the  state  apartments  of 
the  Tuilerles. 

The  President  of  the  French  Republic  has  removed  several  pre¬ 
fects  and  sub-prefects  appointed  since  the  revolution  of  February,  and 
re-appointed  prefects  and  sub-prefects  in  their  places  who  had  filled 
those  offices  during  the  lost  reign.  General  Paraguay  d'Hilliers 
arrived  at  Marseilles  on  Thursday  week  on  his  way  to  Rome.  He 
embarked  for  Italy  on  the  following  day. 

M.  Carlier,  the  new  French  prefect  oi  police,  has  issued  a  proclama¬ 
tion.  prohibiting  music  and  singing  in  all  caf^s  not  specially  licensed. 

It  is  reported  that  the  reigning  Grand  Duke  of  Baden  is  likely  to 
abdicate  very  shortly  in  favour  of  Prince  Frederick. 

The  number  of  letters  and  packets  that  circulated  in  Spain  and 
the  Balearic  Islands,  during  the  year  1848,  amounted  to  1,777,743, 
producing  a  sum  of  2,109,485  reals. 

Sir  H.  G.  Ward  bos  issued  a  proclamation  to  the  Cephalonians 
granting  an  amnesty  in  favour  of  all  persons  implicated  in  the  events 
of  August  and  September  lost,  with  the  exception  of  two  prisoners, 
Gutivevi  and  Nicholas  Metaxas. 

The  upholsterers  of  Paris  have  for  the  last  fortnight  been  kept 
busily  employed  by  an  extensive  order  which  they  have  just  received 
from  the  new  Emperor  of  Haiti,  who  has  commanded  furniture  of  the 
most  magnificent  kind,  to  the  amount  of  upwards  of  1,400,000  francs,  to 
be  paid  for  in  hard  cash. 

Mr  Gutzlaff,  the  Chinese  interpreter,  is  about  to  visit  Europe,  after 
an  absence  of  twenty-three  years. 

Intelligence  has  been  received  at  Toulon  that  the  French  fleet  was, 
on  the  7  th,  still  at  anchor  in  the  Gulf  of  Smyrna. 

After  the  1st  of  December  next  there  will  be  a  daily  transmission 
of  closed  letter-bags  between  the  Netherlands  and  Great  Britain,  by 
the  steamers  from  Ostend  and  Dover,  independently  of  the  regular 
packet  communication  between  Rotterdam  and  London. 

Prince  Alexander  Hohenlohe,  celebrated  formerly  as  a  miracle- 
monger,  has  just  expired,  in  the  55th  year  of  his  age. 

Great  efforts  are  being  made  to  reconcile  the  President  of  the 
French  Republic  and  M.  Thiers,  but  as  yet  without  avail. 

Mr  More  O'Perrali  arrived  at  Malta  on  the  9th  of  November,  and 
resumed  the  reins  of  Government. 

Jenny  Lind  has  arrived  in  Berlin,  and  sang  at  the  palace  at  Potsdam 
last  Monday  evening. 

It  is  reported  that  Archduke  John  of  Austria  will  retire  into  private 
life  as  soon  as  he  shall  have  resigned  the  office  of  Reichsverweser. 

The  Spanish  Government  has  ordered  the  construction  of  an  electric 
telegraph  between  Aranjuezand  Madrid.  The  railroad  between  these 
placet  is  about  to  be  undertaken  by  a  private  company. 

M.  Arban,  the  celebrated  French  aeronaut,  who  in  September  last 
crossed  the  Alps  in  his  balloon,  has  at  length  paid  the  penalty  of  his 
temerity.  He  ascended  from  Barcelona  a  few  weeks  ago,  and  no 
Intelligence  had  been  received  of  bis  whereabouts  until  a  few  days 
siucc,  when  his  body  was  discovered  on  the  coast  near  Rosas.

Sir, — I  shall  esteem  it  a  great  favour  if  you  will  allow  the  accom¬ 
panying  documents  to  appear  in  the  *  Times.*  Its  universal  circulation 
affords  me  an  opportunity  of  annihilating  a  calumny  recently  revived, 
which  has  for  nine  years  harassed  my  friends  far  more  than  myself.

My  dear  Phillips, — It  was  with  pain  that  I  heard  yesterday  of  an 
accusation  having  been  revived  against  you  in  the  ‘Examiner’  news¬ 
paper  respecting  alleged  dishonourable  and  most  unconscientious  con¬ 
duct  on  your  part  when  delending  Courvoisier  against  the  charge  of 
having  murdered  Lord  William  Russell.  Considering  that  you  fill  a 
responsible  judicial  office,  and  have  to  leave  behind  you  a  name  un¬ 
sullied  by  any  blot  or  stain,  I  think  you  ought  to  lose  no  time  in  offer¬ 
ing,  as  I  believe  you  can  truly  do,  a  public  and  peremptory  contradic¬ 
tion  to  the  allegations  in  question.  The  mere  circumstance  of  your 
having  been  twice  promoted  to  judicial  office  by  two  Lord  Chancellors, 
Lord  Lyndhurst  and  Lord  Brougham,  since  the  circulation  of  the 
reports  to  which  I  am  alluding,  and  after  those  reports  had  been  called 
to  the  attention  of  at  least  one  of  those  noble  and  learned  lords,  is 
sufficient  evidence  of  the  groundlessness  of  such  reports. 

Some  time  ago  I  was  dining  with  Lord  Denman,  when  I  mentioned 
to  him  the  report  in  question.  His  lordship  immediately  stated  that 
he  had  inquired  into  the  matter,  and  found  the  charge  to  be  utterly 
unfounded;  that  he  had  spoken  on  the  subject  to  Mr  Baron  Parke, 
who  had  sat  on  the  bench  beside  Chief  Justice  Tindal,  who  tried  Cour¬ 
voisier,  and  that  Baron  Parke  told  him  he  had,  for  reasons  of  his  own, 
most  carefully  watched  every  word  that  you  uttered,  and  assured  Lord 
Denman  that  your  address  was  perfectly  unexceptionable,  and  that  you 
made  no  such  statements  as  were  subsequently  attributed  to  you. 

Lord  Denman  told  me  that  1  was  at  liberty  to  mention  this  fact  to 
any  one ;  and  expressed  in  noble  and  generous  terms  his  concern  at 
the  existence  of  such  serious  and  unfounded  imputations  upon  your 
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honour  and  as  high  a  degree  of  conscientiousness  as  it  is  possible  to 
conceive  ;  and  I  think  the  testimony  of  two  such  distinguished  judges 
ought  to  be  publicly  known,  to  extinguish  every  kind  of  suspicion  on 
the  subject. 

I  write  this  letter  to  you  spontaneously,  and,  hoping  that  you  will 
forgive  the  earnestness  with  which  I  entreat  you  to  act  upon  my  sug¬

My  dear  Warren, — Your  truly  kind  letter  induces  me  to  break  the 
contemptuous  silence  with  which  for  nine  years  I  have  treated  the 
calumnies  to  which  you  allude.

organs  (exclusive  of  phthisis)  were  134,  while  the  average  is  214. 
But  the  mortality  from  phthisis  (or  consumption)  and  bronchitis  seems 
to  increase,  and  is  now  about  the  average ;  and  influenia  was  fatal  to 
four  young  persons  and  an  adult.  The  deaths  from  diarrhoea  and  dy¬ 
sentery  in  the  week  were  22,  which  is  about  the  same  as  in  former 
years  at  this  season  ;  those  in  the  last  four  weeks  have  been  succes¬ 
sively  51,  40,  29, 22.  From  cholera  eight  deaths  were  registered,  or 
two  more  than  in  the  preceding  week  ;  but  in  two  cases  the  persons 
died  of  disease  consequent  on  cholera,  from  which  they  had  previously 
suffered.  One  of  the  eight  deaths  occurred  in  Holland  cottagM,  St 
John's,  Westminster;  one  in  Karl  street,  Lisson  grove,  Marylebone; 
one  in  King’s  College  Hospital  (the  patient  having  been  brought  from 
Drury  lane) ;  one  in  St  John  street,  Clerkenwell ;  one  in  Green  walk, 
Bermondsey ;  one  in  Lambeth ;  one  in  York  place,  South  Lam^th  ; 
and  one  in  Nightingale  vale,  Woolwich.  A  boy  of  six  years  died  of 
diarrhoea,  after  fifty-two  hours’  illness,  in  Frederick  street,  Bromley, 
an  overcrowded  and  dirty  neighbourhood,  where  cholera  lately  was 
rife.  The  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the  week  was  29’863.  The 
mean  daily  height  was  above  30  inches  on  Sunday,  Monday,^  and  Sa¬ 
turday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  45'2*;  on  Saturday 
it  was  39‘3®.  It  was  above  the  average  of  the  same  d^ys  of  seven 
years  on  the  first  four  days,  and  below  it  during  the  rest  of  the  week.

Bcrial  of  Dissenters  and  Catholics  in  Consecrated  Ground. _ 

The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  has  recently  been  applied  to  by  a  Dis¬ 
senter,  who  complained  of  the  conduct  of  a  clergyman,  the  Rev.  J.  M. 
Randall,  curate  of  Lowestoft,  for  refusing  to  bury  the  children  of  Dis¬ 
senters,  on  the  ground  of  their  being  unbaptised.  The  following  is 
hi*  grace’s  answer : — 

“In  reply  to  your  letter,  1  write  to  say  that  the  curate  of  your  parish  is 
obliged  to  bury  with  the  usual  forms  the  corpse  of  a  Dissenter,  provided 
the  Church  service  be  not  objected  to.  The  only  exception  is  in  the  case 
of  persons  dying  unbaptised.  These  the  rubric  expressly  excludes  ;  and 
the  rubric  differs  froni  the  canons  in  being  established  by  act  of  Parliament, 
so  that  a  clergyman  is  under  the  necessity  of  conforming  to  it.  1  agree 
with  you  in  the  opinion,  that  when  the  non-baptism  is  not  notorious  and 
patent,  as  it  is  in  the  case  of  Baptist  children,  no  curious  inquiry  should  bo 
made.  A  clergyman  may  bo  indicted  for  violation  of  the  canons ;  the 
earlier  ones  to  which  you  allude  are  superseded  by  the  Toleration  Act.’’-* 

On  the  4th  inst.,  j.  Gully,  Esq.,  of  Ack worth  park,  was  deprived  by 
death  of  a  daughter.  Everything  was  arranged  for  the  funeral  to  take 
place,  and  the  sexton  had  commenced  opening  the  ground,  when  a 
note  arrived  from  the  vicar,  informing  Mr  GulW  that  the  remains  of 
his  child  would  not  be  admitted  to  partake  of  Cfhristian  burial  service 
within  the  church ;  but  the  vicar  was  willing  that  the  corpse  should 
be  interred  within  the  walls  of  the  churchyard.  The  reason  of  this 
determination  was,  that  Miss  Gully  and  her  mother  belonged  to  the 
Catholic  community,  but  Mr  Gully  and  bis  sons  were  Protestants. 
Under  the  circumstances  Mr  Gully  refused  to  have  his  daughter  in¬ 
terred  without  being  taken  into  the  church  in  the  usual  manner,  and 
adopted  another  course.  He  possessed  a  field  adjoining  the  church¬ 
yard,  and  here  he  had  a  grave  dug  to  receive  the  remains  of  his 
daughter,  and  she  was  interred  by  a  Catholic  priest.

whatever.  Secondly,  that  the  public  infliction  of  a  violent  death  is 
not  a  salutary  spectacle  for  any  class  of  people;  but  that  it  is  in  the 
nature  of  things  that  on  the  class  by  whom  it  is  generally  witnessed 
it  should  have  a  debasing  and  hardening  influence.  On  the  first 
head  I  must  appeal  again  to  iny  own  experience  of  the  execution  of 
last  Tues<lay  moniing ;  to  all  the  evidence  that  has  ever  been  taken 
on  the  subject,  showing  that  executions  have  been  the  favourite  sight 
of  convicts  of  all  descriptions;  to  the  knowledge  possened  by  the 
magistracy  and  police  of  the  general  character  of  such  crowds;  to 
the  police  reports  that  are  sure  to  follow  their  assemblage;  to  the 
unvarying  description  of  them  given  in  the  newspapers ;  to  the  in- 
dispuUble  fact  that  no  decent  father  is  willing  that  his  son,  and  no 
decent  master  is  willing  that  his  apprentices  or  servants,  should 
mingle  in  them ;  to  the  indisputable  fact  that  all  society,  its  dregs 
excepted,  recoil  from  them  as  masses  of  abomination  and  brutality. 
(That  there  were  not  more  robberies  committed  at  this  last  execution 
was  not  the  fault  of  the  assembled  thieves,  whose  numbers  on  the 
occasion  the  Home  Secretary  niajr  easily  learn  from  the  Commissioners 
in  Scotland  yanl,  but  the  merit  of  the  police,  whose  vigilance  wae 
beyond  all  praise.)  On  the  second  head,  after  a  passing  allusion  to 
the  hardening  influence  which  familiarity  even  with  natural  death 
produces  on  coarse  minds,  I  must  again  refer  to  my  own  experience. 
Nothing  would  have  been  a  greater  comfort  to  me — nothing  would  have 
so  much  relieved  in  ray  mind  the  unspeakable  terrors  of  the  scene, 
as  to  have  been  enabled  to  believe  that  any  portion  of  the  immenee 
crowd — that  any  grains  of  sand  in  the  vast  moral  desert  stretching 
away  on  every  tide — were  moved  to  any  eentiments  of  fear,  repen¬ 
tance,  pity,  or  natural  horror  by  what  they  eaw  upon  the  drop.  It 
was  impossible  to  look  around  and  rest  in  any  such  belief.  With 
every  consideration  and  respect  for  your  suggestion,  that  the  con¬ 
course  may  have  been  belying  their  mental  struggles  by  frantic  ex- 
aggerations,  I  am  confident  that  if  you  bad  been  there  beside  me, 
seeing  what  I  saw,  and  hearing  what  I  beard,  you  could  never  have 
admitted  the  thought.

Tni  Combined  British  and  French  Fleets  in  the  Levant. — 
We  learn  from  Malta,  under  date  Nov.  13,  that  on  the  4th  the  British 
fleet,  under  the  command  of  Vice-Admiral  Sir  W.  Parker,  entered  the 
Dardanelles,  and  on  the  6th  was  lying  at  anchor  within  the  same. 
The  fleet  consisted  of  the  Queen,  116  ;  flag  ship  Caledonia,  120  ;  Howe, 
120  ;  Prince  Regent,  92  ;  Powerful,  84  ;  Vengeance,  84 ;  Bellerophon, 
78;  Racer,  12  ;  Bulldog,  Rosamond,  and  Ardent  steam  sloops.  The 
French  fleet,  consisting  of  the  Friedland,  120,  bearing  the  flag  of  Vice- 
Admiral  Parceval  Dechenes;  the  Jeiuappes,  100,  hearing  the  flag  of 
Rear-Admiral  Vaillant ;  Hercule,  100  ;  Jena,  84  ;  Jupiter,  80  ;  ano¬ 
ther  liner,  a  frigate,  and  the  Descartes  and  Magellan  steam  frigates, 
were  lying  at  Vourlah  Bay,  in  the  Gulf  of  Smyrna,  on  the  7th  No¬ 
vember.  A  private  letter  from  the  Dardanelles  of  the  6th  instant, 
announces  that  Sir  W.  Parker  anchored  on  that  day  with  his  fleet  in 
the  Bay  of  Sari  Sugher,  below  the  inner  Castle  of  the  Dardanelles. 
It  is  stated  also  that  Sir  W.  Parker  bad  received  a  letter  from  Sir 
Stratford  Canning  announcing  that  the  Emperor  of  Russia  no  longer 
insisted  on  the  extradition  of  the  refugees. 

Tub  Third  Dragoon  Guards. — Another  serious  military  offence 
has  been  committed  by  a  number  of  men  belonging  to  this  regiment, 
a  troop  of  which  were  stationed  at  Loughborough,  in  Leicestershire, 
about  fourteen  miles  from  the  bead-quarters  of  the  regiment  at  Not¬ 
tingham.

Post-office  Accounts  of  Great  Britain  and  thb  United 

States _ The  Post-oflSce  authorities  are  now  engaged  in  negotiating 

with  the  American  government  an  arrangement  for  better  regulating 
the  accounts  upon  the  international  correspondence  between  this 
country  and  the  United  States.  It  is  proposed  that  either  oflice  should 
account  to  the  other  for  the  weight  of  letters  by  the  gross,  and  not 
by  the  individual  letter.  This  system  has  been  adopted  with  reference 
to  the  French  and  English  mails,  and  the  result  has  been  highly 
satisfactory. 

Parliamentary  and  Financial  Reform.— A  numerously  attended 
meeting  took  place  on  Monday  in  Edinburgh,  in  farour  of  this  popular 
morement ;  the  resolutions  approving  of  the  principles  and  views  of 
the  National  Association  were  carried  unanimously,  and  with  enthu¬ 
siasm.

“  The  execution  should  be  in  some  degree  private.  And  here  the  poets 
will  again  auist  us.  Foreigners  have  found  fault  with  the  cruelty  of  the  Eng¬ 
lish  drama,  in  representing  frequent  murders  upon  the  stage.  In  fact,  thu 
is  not  only  cruel,  but  highly  iujudioious :  a  murder  behind  the  scenes,  if 
the  poet  knows  how  to  manage  it^  will  affect  the  audience  with  greater 
terror  than  if  it  was  acted  before  thoir  eyes  Of  this  we  have  an  instance 
in  the  murder  of  the  King  in  '  Macbeth.'  Terror  hath,  I  believe,  been  car¬ 
ried  higher  by  this  single  instance  than  by  all  the  blood  which  hath  been 
spilt  upon  the  stage.  To  the  poets  I  may  add  the  priests,  whose  politics 
have  never  been  doubted.  Those  of  Egypt  in  partionlar,  where  the  saered 
mysteries  were  first  devised,  well  knew  the  use  of  hiding  from  the  eyes  of 
the  vulgar  what  they  intended  should  inspire  them  with  the  greatest  awe 
and  dread.  The  mind  of  man  is  so  much  more  capable  of  magnifying  than 
his  eye,  that  1  question  whether  every  object  is  not  leuenea  by  being 
looked  upon,  and  this  more  espeeially  when  the  passions  are  qoncemed; 
for  those  are  ever  apt  to  fancy  muon  more  satisiaotiou  in  those  objects 
which  they  affect,  and  roach  more  of  mischief  in  those  which  they  abhor, 
than  are  really  to  be  found  in  either.  If  executions,  therefore,  were  so 
contrived  that  a  few  only  oould  be  present  at  them,  they  would  be  mndi 
more  shocking  and  terrible  to  the  crowd  without  doors  tnan  at  present,  sr 
well  as  much  more  dr^ful  to  the  criminals  themselves." 

From  the  moment  of  a  murderer’s  being  eentenoed  to  death,  I  would 
dismiie  him  to  the  dread  obscurity  to  which  the  wisest  judge  upon 
the  bench  consigned  the  murderer  Rush.  I  would  allow  no  curious 
visitors  to  hold  any  communioation  with  him ;  1  would  place  every 
obstacle  in  the  way  of  his  sayings  and  doings  l^ing  served  up  in 
print  on  Sunday  mornings  for  the  perusal  of  families.  His  execution 
within  the  walls  of  the  prison  should  be  conducted  with  eve^  imU 
ble  solemnity  that  eareiul  consideration  could  devise.  Mr  Oalcralt 
the  hangman  (of  whom  I  have  some  infonui^on  in  reference  to  this 
last  occasion),  should  be  restrained  in  his  ttipeemly  brisl^ness,  in  his 
jokes,  his  oaths,  and  his  brandy.

Health  of  London  during  thb  Week. — The  deaths  from  all 
^•08  registered  in  the  metropolitan  districts  in  the  week  ending  last 
Saturday  were  878.  This  number  exhibits  a  decrease  of  284  deaths 
on  the  weekly  average  of  five  previous  autumns,  corrected  for  increase 
of  population ;  and  the  returns  of  the  last  ten  years  show  that  the 
present  low  rate  of  mortality  is  without  example  (within  the  period

— A  public  meeting  was  held  on  Monday  night,  at  the  Bridge  House 
Hotel,  Southwark,  to  promote  the  abolition  of  the  punishment  of 
death.  C.  Gilpin,  Esq.,  took  the  chair  ;  and  there  were  also  on  the 
platfonn  Mr  Ewart,  M.P. ;  Rev.  H.  Christnms;  Meesrs  J  Scoble, 
0.  Wordsworth,  J.  Robertson,  J.  Meredith,  Ac.  Ac.  Mr  Gilpin,  on 
being  called  to  the  chair,  expressed  the  feelings  of  dislike  with  which 
he  regarded  the  scene  tboit  htul  taken  place  on  the  execution  of  the 
Mannings : 

According  to  the  newspapers,  a  brutal  and  degraded  mob  of  tens  of 
thousands  collected  on  that  occasion  around  that  great  moral  teacher 
Hangman  Calcraft.  There  were  ‘  Weut-end’  people,  too— -(hear,  hear), —

scene  was  a  sulciun  mockery,  calculated  to  dishonour  the  religion  thov  pro¬ 
fessed,  and  itlie  (rod  they  worshipped.  ...  If  the  mob  who  witnessed  that 
execution  were  dugraded,  the  law  which  summoned  them  to  tho  spectacle 
must  be  degraded  likewise.  He  wished  to  speak  of  Mr  Dickens  with  every 
respect,  but  he  (Mr  Gilpin)  differed  from  him  completely  when  ho  thought 
secret  executions  would  be  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  The  friends  of 
the  movement  assembled  together  that  night  were  not  labouring  to  substi¬ 
tute  one  kind  of  strangulation  for  another,  but  to  abolish  strangulation 
altogether.

Bright.  We  give  it  entire,  with  the  editor’s  comments  attached : 

Sir,— In  your  leading  article  of  this  dav  on  the  question  of  cwital 
punishments,  you  make  a  quotation  from  my  letter  to  the  chairman  ot  the 
late  meeting,  and  apply  it  to  Mr  Charles  Dickens.  I  think  I  nec^  hardly  say 
that  you  do  me  great  injustice,  and  I  am  not  sure  that  Mr  Dickens  nim- 
self  receives  mu^  better  treatment  at  your  hands.  My  observation  could 
not  possibly  apply  to  Mr  Dickens,  because  he  is  well  known  to  hold  the 
strongest  opinions  against  capital  punishments,  whether  in  public  or  private. 
Mr  Dickens  wrote  some  powerful  letters  in  the  *  Daily  News  ’  nearly  four 
years  am,  in  condemnation  of  the  Charity  and  useleuness  of  putting 
criminals  to  death,  and  1  am  quite  sure  no  man  with  his  intellect  and 
his  heart  can  have  gone  back  in  his  opinion  on  this  question  from  an  ob* 
serration  of  what  has  taken  place  since  that  period.  I  understand  Mr 
Dickens  now  to  bold  the  same  views  on  this  subject,  and  to  propose  private 
executions  only  as  something  not  so  brutalising  to  the  multitude  as  the 
present  system.  I  can  understand  and  appreciate  bis  motives  ;  he  cannot 
yet  get  all  he  wishes,  but  is  anxious  to  remove  a  part  of  the  evil.  I  do  not 
wish  to  enter  into  any  discussion  of  the  main  question,  but  1  may  perhaps 
be  allowed  to  add  that  1  have  derived  great  satisfaction  from  reading  your 
articles  upon  it  during  the  present  week,  because  you  give  op  the  only 
arguments  on  which  Parliament  can  possibly  continue  the  infliction  of  the 
death  penalty.

Mr  Bright  says  that  the  quotation  we  made  from  his  letter 
could  not  possibly  apply  to  Mr  Dickens.  Our  readers  shall  judge 
between  us.  On  the  morning  after  the  late  execution,  and  on 
Monday,  the  lOth,  we  published  letters  from  Mr  Dickens,  introducing 
quite  afresh,  in  prominent  relief,  and  with  very  ample  details,  the 
project  of  executions  within  the  prison  walls,  but  without  a  single 
word  of  protest  against  capital  punishment.  On  the  latter  day,  viz., 
Monday,  the  19th,  Mr  Bright  being  at  the  Reform  Club,  and  with 
Mr  Dickens's  second  letter  in  everybi^y's  mouth,  writes,  “  This  notion 
of  secret  executions  in  our  prisons  is  monstroua  ...  It  seems  to 
be  dictated  by  the  mere  liking  to  put  somebody  to  death.”  Hereupon 
we  commented  on  the  extravagant  absurdity  of  ascribing  such  a 
**  liking  "  to  Mr  Dickens.  Mr  Bright  replies  that  he  cannot  have 
ascribed  the  liking  to  Mr  Dickens,  because  it  was  absurd  to  do  so. 
Why,  it's  absurd  to  ascribe  such  a  notion  to  anybody.  It's  absurd  to 
ascribe  it  to  Sir  George  Grey,  or  Lord  John  Russell,  or  any  average 
man ;  but  as  far  as  written  words,  and  the  comi>arison  of  circum¬ 
stances  can  prove  anything,  Mr  Bright  did  commit  the  confessed

TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  TALK. 

Parliament  was  again  further  prorogued  on  Tuesday,  to  Wednesday 
the  16th  of  January. 

Mr  T.  M'Gregor  has  been  elected  a  common  councilman  for  the 
ward  of  Farringdon  Within,  in  the  room  of  Mr  Hayward,  deceased.

Dkpinitio.n  op  the  Fer.e  Naturac. — In  the  Court  of  Criraiual  Ap« 
peals  before  the  Barons  of  the  Kxche<|uer,  on  Tuesday,  in  the  case  of  the 
Quoeu  v.  Gallears,  Mr  lloiiniker  appeared  for  the  defendant,  who  was 
convicted  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  for  Salop  of  stealing  *'  a  ham  value  10s.” 
The  learned  counsel  contended  that  the  description  was  insuflicient.  It 
might  be  a  portion  of  an  animal  lent  oaturss,  in  which  no  properly  could 
subsist.  In  the  case  of  **  the  Queen  v.  Cox  ”  (Carrington  and  Payne,  404) 
the  court  hold  that  an  indictment  charging  the  defendant  with  stealing 
eggs,  without  describing  of  what  kind  tliey  were,  was  bad.  They  might 
have  been  crocodile’s  or  adder's  eggs,  and  consequently  in  the  nature  fer» 
natura,  which  could  not  be  property.  He  submitted  that  the  present  was 
a  case  in  point.  —The  Chief  Baron  :  Does  it  follow  that  bocause  panthers 
are  fens  iiatura.  a  person  may  steal  a  valuable  panther's  skin  or  a  skeleton 
from  a  museum  i — Mr  Henniker  :  In  that  caso  the  indictment  wonld  allege 
that  it  was  so  stolon. — Mr  Justice  Pattesou  could  not  understand  the  objec¬ 
tion.  It  might  have  been  the  ham  of  a  bear,  an  animal  of  the  doss  fern 
naturiD,  and  property  nevertbcleu.— Mr  Henniker  suggested  that  the  same 
objection  would  apply  to  the  ease  of  the  eggs. — Mr  Baron  Platt :  Suppose 
some  epicures  should  fancy  the  haras  of  foxes  or  rats,  and  that  they  snould 
come  to  be  sold  in  Bond  street,  would  these  not  be  property  1 — Mr  Heu- 
niker:  The  case  of  *'  the  Queen  v.  Cox  ”  is  explicit'on  tne  point.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Metropolitan  Gourt  of  Sewen  yesterday,  the 
question  of  the  appointment  of  a  paid  **  principal  engineer  ^  was 
brought  before  it.  u  was  proposed  to  appoint  to  the  office  Mr  Frank 
Foeter,  at  a  salary  of  1,300L  a  year,  with  200/.  a  year  travelling  ex¬ 
penses.  Sir  J.  Burgoyne  and  Messrs  Stephenson  and  RendeU,  the 
celebrated  engineers,  testified  to  the  eligibility  of  Mr  Potter.  The 
appointment  was  unanimously  agreed  to  by  the  Gommissionen 
who  were  present,  and  it  requires  now  only  the  confirmation  of  a  Ge¬ 
neral  Gourt. 

The  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  Ireland  resumed  its  sittings  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  the  Earl  of  Enniskillen,  Grand  Master,  in  the  chair.

CRIMINAL  RECORD. 

Homicidal  Monomania. — The  particulars  of  a  frightful  assassination  in 
St  Louis  have  reached  us  by  the  last  steamer  from  America.  It  appears 
thaX  two  young  French  gontlcaien,  named  the  Comtes  Montesciuieu.  put 
up  at  Barnum’s  Hotel,  and  one  night  oue  of  them  tapped  at  Mr  mrnum’s 
chamber  door  ;  the  moment  he  opened  it  the  Frenchman  shot  him  through 
the  body.  Two  other  persons  were  wounded  by  the  same  discharge.  Mr 
Jones,  a  coachmakor,  ran  from  his  room  to  the  spot,  and  was  instantly 
shot  dead  by  the  assassin,  who  at  the  same  time  wounded  Messrs  Hubble 
and  Henderson.  The  murderer  was  then  pursued  to  his  room,  and  both 
brothers  were  arrested  aud  lodged  in  gaol.  An  immense  crowd  soon  as- 
Mmbled,  and  threatened  to  tear  down  Uie  prison,  calling  for  the  **  foreign 
murderers  to  be  brought  out,  that  they  might  suffer  by  Lynch  law.”  1,500 
dollars  in  gold,  and  much  other  property,  were  found  in  the  trunk  of  the 
muyderer.  No  motive  cap  be  detected  for  this  horrible  crime  ;  and  it  is 
supposed  that  it  mutt  have  beep  a  result  of  that  species  of  raving  madness 
known  08  homicidal  monomania.”  On  the  following  day  and  night  the 
crowd  again  assembled,  and  the  mayor  aud  police  had  the  utmost  difficulty 
in  saving  the  lives  of  the  prisoners.  At  length  a  military  force  was  called 
out.  ana  the  brothers  were  removed  to  Jefferson  Barraeks,  several  miles 
from  8t  Louis — and  a  special  grand  jury  was  to  meet  for  the  purpose  of  in¬ 
vestigating  the  whole  matter. 

The  Murder  in  Milluank  Penitentiart. — The  convict  Francis, 
who  was  found  guilty  by  a  coroner’s  jury  of  having  murdered  Mr  Hall; 
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vno  was  luunu  guilty  by  a  coroner  s  jury  of  having  murdered  Air  Hail,  one 
of  the  wardens,  on  the  8th  inst.,  has  been  committed  to  Newgate  to  tako 
his  trial. 

The  Last  of  the  Mannings. — Under  this  head  some  of  last  Sunday’s 
papers  state  as  follows  : — The  whole  of  the  property  found  in  the  posses- 
ajoa  of  Maria  Manning,  aud  that  discovered  at  the  l^uth-Kastem  filailway 
station,  still  remains  in  the  bauds  of  Inspector  Yates  and  Burton  the  police 
constable.  The  latter  only  holds  a  few  trilling  articles ;  but  the  former 
has  property  in  the  police  station  said  to  bo  worth  nearly  2001.  Mr  Binns, 
Manning’s,  solicitor,  has  laid  an  embargo  on  the  whole  of  it,  by  a  suit 
apaiust  Manning,  for  money  lent  in  defending  him,  and  the  Secretary  of 
State  has  direct^  it  to  be  detained  till  the  bill  of  oosts  bo  sent  in.  The 
property  will  be  sold  in  a  few  days,  and,  after  paying  the  legal  gentlemen 
who  defended  the  convicts,  the  surplus  will  be  lianded  over  to  Mr  Kdward 
Manning,  the  brotJior.

OCCURRENCES  AND  ACCIDENTS. 

Suicide  at  the  South-Western  Railway  Terminus.— On  Mon¬ 
day  afternoon  a  number  of  persons  were  waiting  on  the  platform  of  the 
terminus  tor  the  makingupof  the  4  35  down  train  for  Windsor, and  amongst 
the  number  supposed  to  be  waiting  was  the  unfortunate  gentleman  wuo 
put  an  end  to.hu  existence  in  the  way  we  are  about  to  relate.  Witliin  a 
couple  of  minutes  of  the  time  advertised  for  the  train  to  start,  the  engine 
which  was  to  propel  it  to  its  destination  was  running  along  the  metals  in 
order  to  be  attached  to  the  carriagei.  Having  reached  as  far  as  the  shed 
at  the  end  of  the  platform,  the  gentleman,  according  to  the  statements 
made  by  the  several  guards  and  passengers  who  were  waiting,  deliberately 
threw  mmself  across  the  line.  Thu  driver  of  the  engine  did  all  that  was 
possible  to  stop  the  locomotive  and  teiuler,  but  without  avail,  aud  the  en- 

Slne  caught  the  arm  of  the  unfortunate  party,  and,  after  pushing  him  some 
istance,  the  off  wheel  of  the  tender  passed  over  the  back  of  his  neck,  and 
nearly  severed  the  head  from  the  body.  A  number  of  the  guards  instantly 
mshed  to  the  spot  and  picked  up  the  poor  fellow,  when  tlioy  found  blopd 
running  along  tiie  lino,  the  windpipe  hanging  out, and  the  head  adhering  to 
the  body  by  only  a  slight  piece  of  skin.  The  body  was  removed  to  one  of 
the  offices,  and  having  been  searched,  a  white  cambric  handkerchief  was 
found  in  one  of  his  pockets,  on  which  was  written,  Dr  Allen,  R.N.” 
The  body  was  afterwards  idontifled  as  that  of  Mr  Allen,  a  surgeon  in  the 
navy,  lately  lodging  in  Norfolk  street,  Strand. 

An  Undergraduate  accidentally  Drowned  at  Cambbidoe. — 
On  Saturday  an  inquest  was  held  at  Newnham,  before  the  coroner  for 
Cambridge,  on  the  body  of  Mr  VV.  Gunning,  son  of  the  Rev.  W.  Gunning, 
Preboudary  of  Wells  aud  Vicar  of  Stowey,  who  was  aceideuUlly  drowned 
the  same  edternoou,  in.tlio  Cam.  From  the  evidence  it  appeared  that  the 
deoessed  engaged  a  funny  ”  in  the  afternoon,  and  was  rowing  short 
distances  up  the  stream,  between  a  place  known  as  Uawee's  Island  aud  to 
A  poini  where  there  is  a  cliain  passed  across  the  river,  to  mreveat  persons 
trespassing  on  the  water  the  property  of  the  late  Colonel  Pemberton.,  On 
the  last  of  these  courses  it  is  presumed  the  boat  came  athwart  the  chain, 
and  oa|Mised*  when  the  deceased  was  immersed  in  ten  feet  water.  An 
immediate  alarm  having  been  given,  consequent  upon  his  cries  fov 
assistance,  his  body  was  shortly  recovered,  but  on  being  conveyed  to  the 
shore,  where  the  usual  means  of  resuscitation  were  omployedL  life  was 
found  to  be  extinct.  Verdict—'*  Drowned  by  the  upsetting  of  a  boat.”
